BiBRiSBUKe.May 18.—Governor Pen- 


nypacker this afternoon signed the 
GradySalus libel bill and issued ii long 
statement trying to justify his action. 


There was never any doubt among 


those familiar with the methods by 
wh:ch this bill was driven through th< 
legislature that the governor ^on\* 
approve the measure and the okly wor- 
der is that be waited so long. 


The bill repeals all previous libel 


legislation and goes into effect imme- 
diately. The governor agrees with tbe 
mysterious Philadelphia lawyers who 
defended the bill at the recant public 
hearing before him that it applies to 
weekly papers. He admits that the 
omission of the word "weekly" was 
unwise, but in no sense fatal. 
He 


claims that there are no inhibitions in 
the bill and commends Eepresentative 
Pusey, of Delaware, the sponsor of the 
Pusey anti-cartoon bill, which was so 
ridiculous that even its advocates aban- 
doned it before it reached the final 
stage in the house. 


The governor indirectly complains 


of a cartoon of himself in a recent issue 
of a Philadelphia newspaper and says 
sneh abuse of the privileges allowed tc 
the press should not go unpunished. 
He claims that his long experience HE 
common pleas judge in Philadelphia 
convinces him that crimes are propa- 
gated by the recklessness of the press. 


He touches briefly on the question 


that the bill was not regularly passed 
because it was not read three separate 
days in the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives. This bill passed the legis- 
lature in record-breaking time. It was 
introduced in the house by Representa- 
tive Sains, of Philadelphia, on April 6. 
The following day it was presented in 
the senate by Senator Grady, of Phila- 
delphia. 
It was put through both 


houses and messaged to the governor 
on the afternoon of April 10.

The recent incorporation of the 


Allegheny & Westmoreland Kailroad com- 
pany for the building of a line from Port 
Perry, along with the incorporation last 
fall of the Bedford & Western and Poto- 
mac & Allegheny railroad companies, 
Mr. Stein being president of both these 
latter companies, indicates the trend of 
events. In the case of the first named 
corporation W. B. Linn is the president 
while Mr. Stein is simply a director. The 
territory covered by these three auxiliary 
companies, alnrg with the old South 
Penn rights-of way acquired, gives the 
Baltimore & Ohio the right to construct 
and operati) au entire new line of railroad 
from Port Perry east into Westmoreland 
county, pasi-ing near Mt. Pleasant, thence 
over tlie South Penn route, which inci 
dentally extends westward to a point on 
Little Sewickly creek near West Newton 
and from Somerset across the backbone 
of the big Allegheny mountain down into

Bank Found Guilty on Fifteen Counts.

George B. Whit*, dkector,. and vice 


president of the National Bank of South 
Pennsylvania, at f yndman, was placed 
on trial in the United States district 
court yesterday afternoon. 
He and 


Samnel S. Spyker, an attorney of Hunt- 
ingdon, are cbarzed jointly with con- 
spiracy, embezzlement, 
falsifying ac- 


counts and misappropriating the fuuds. 
The alleged mimlpeds of the two men re- 
sulted in the wrecking of the bank. 


A severance was asked for and ob- 


tained by J. Scott Ferguson, attorney 
for Spyker. Attorneys J Hubb Buck 
man, of Philadelphia, Alvin L Little, of 
Bedford, and William A. Blake'ey. of 
this city, appeared for Wh'te. The in- 
dictments contain 73 counts and are 
possibly the largest ever prepared in the 
local court. 


A motion was made to quash the in 


dictments on the ground that the bills 
did not set forth that any particular body 
corporate was defrauded or injured by 
any statements purported t» have been 
made by White and because the bill was 
bad in all its counts, 
on account of 


duplicity. Judge Bufflngton overruled 
the motion. 
Mr. Miller on opening to the jury 


stated the government expected to prove 
that White made false entries in a report 
of the bank's condition, forwarded to the 
comptroller of the treasury, showing 
among other things that the bank had 
810,000' surplus, when in reality it had 
none, and that its capital was substan-

Every well regulated borough has 


an ordinance prohibiting the running 
at large of cattle and hogs within its 
limits, for the comfort and safety of its 
citizens, and for the protection of their 
gardens and yards. 
About one year 


ago Bedford borough adopted such an 
ordinance. 


But the ubiquitous cow does not heed 


tha ordinance—for it is in every place 
but tbe right place; and the borough 
officers are about as heedless in enforc- 
ing the ordinance as the cow is in ob- 
serving it. 


This ordinance was made in response 


to a general demand of the citizens for 
the protection of the gardens and 
yards from the depredations of the 
cow and to enable the people to walk 
on the pavements of the town without 
coming in contact with the filth of the 
cow. 
The cows generally browse on 


the public square, in front of the court 
house and the churches, and over the 
pivemants and cross walks. 
Conse- 


quently it is both very unsafe and un- 
pleasant for the women to pass over the 
pavements and public squares, espe- 
cially after night. 
Within the last few 


weeks some cows have male an attack 
on several wonnn and broken down 
and jumped over garden fences and 
grjatly damaged the gardens. 


Tbe only 
reason that 
is urged 


against the enforcement of the ordi- 
narca is, that a poor man living in 
Bedford oinnot keep a cow. There is

IN THE STOKEHOLD. 


'cedliig the Many Ravenona Fnr- 


nacen In an Ocean Liner. 


The worl; of eternally pushing the 
Id ship on past the meridians—the 
ace against time and the sun and the 
nterest on the money—begins in the 
loomy stokeholii. 
You have beard 


hat the stokehold is hot, and when 
•ou have clambered into It over dis- 
irderly piles of still smoking ashes, 
steadying yourself by taking incau- 
ious hold of burning hand rails, and 
stand for the flrst time face to face 
with the furnaces you feel assured of 
the fact 


But, besides being hot, it is the most 


active, interesting part of the ship. It 
s her whole life. 
You must spend 


•ears studying it before you can stand 
:here in command of your watch with 
your hand on the feed cheek valves, 
your eyes on everything in general, and 
jeep the steam up where It belongs in 
spite of the ravenous engines sucking 
!t away from you; years before you 
can tell, in one swift glance, whether 
a fireman is burning the greatest possi- 
ble amount of coal per hour in his flrea 
with the least amount of waste. 


The problem is this: Under a certain 


large quantity of water, which is cou- 
tinually changing, build thirty fires, 
and by means of them, notwithstand- 
ing they must all be continually replen- 
ished with frcsii coal and freed from 
ashes, keep it at a perfectly even tem- 
perature (within a very few degrees) 
day and night for an indeflnlt" period. 
The game Is the more interesting be- 
cause a ship rnn novor afford to spare 
more than just barely enough spaea 
for her proiiellii!^ machinery; conse- 
quently everything—engines, boilers, 
furnaces—must lie worked to the very 
limit of its capacity.

Starling with a few tiros first in order, 
the doors are opoii.'d to admit a few 
shovelfuls of ?<KI] thrown qulcklj- Into 
the front of the furnaces, then closed 
again as soon as possible lest too much 
cold air should enter. As soon as they 
are closed the tires next in order are 
served the same way and then a third 
group. 
Next the "green" coal in the 


first tii-r-s is raked hack through the 
furnaces to complete its combustion. 
After another short interval It is nec- 
essary to -slice" them—that is, probe 
them with long pointed bars to lift the 
clinkers from the grates and make air 
passages. 
Finally it is time to stoke 


again.—Benjamin Brooks in Scribner's.

The 
yonn^ fry are presently hatched and 
are kept in pure, fresh water till they 
are large ouoiurli to be thrown into the 
pond with Ihe old fish.

portant branch of trade In China.
